It Waa the -Intention to Sell at Co«t to 


Those Miners Who Were Able to Fur- 
chase, anil Give to Those Who Had 
Not Vet "Struck It Rich" Up. In the 
Frozen Country. 
Washington, Jan. 1. — The permit 


granted 'by the British government for 
the taking of supplies' into the Klon- 
dike .«pun.itry free of duty extends only 
to such goods as are to be gratuitously 
distributed.

Under the .terms of the act of con- 


gress *he secfetaVy-Sf war is permitted 
to give supplies to such persons as are 
unable to pay for them, hut tli-e act 
seems to require that where the min- 
ers are able to pay for food -the money 
is to be applied to -defray -the expenses 
of the-relief expeditions. A strict in- 
terpretation 
of 
the 
-British permit 


•would not sanction this action. 


Still, as 'the permit was in the shape 


-of a letter from Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
the British ambassador 'here, transmit- 
ting a telegraphic acquiescence 'by the 
governor general of Canada, and since 
it was. sent the Canadian secretary of 
the interior has conferred with Acting 
Secretary Meicklejohn, with a 
full 


knowledge of the intention of Hie war 
department, it is helieved that the Ca- 
nadian government will not interpose 
any objection bo our government re- 
couping itself as 'far as ipossible by sell- 
ing supplies at cost to miners able to 
pay for them. 


It appears 
that the plan of using 


reindeer -as a means of transportation 
from the seaboard to the Klondike does 
not promise success owing to the ina- 
bility of 'Che government agent, Mr. 
Kjellmann, to get HID animals from 
Lapland in time -to be of service this 
winter. It is the 'present purpose of 
the war department, therefore, to. push 
through the mule pack trains -as far as 
possible, and old campaigners assert 
that they can get to Fort Selkirk at 
least, leaving the reindeer to follow up 
the trail If they come along at all. The 
deer would be of the greatest use if 
ttiey can be gotten through to Dawson, 
even without a pack load, as they can 
be slaughtered for fresh meat.

belief that Great Britain is bringing 
pressure to bear upon Peking.

New York, Jan. 1.—According to 


Dun's trade review the failures in the 
United States during the past year 
were smaller than in any year since 
1892, in number fewer than in any year 
except 1S95, and in average liabilities 
per failure smaller, -with four excep- 
tions, than in any other year during 
the last 23.

mercial and banking, was ?180,600,000, 
of which |25,800,000 was in banking,

13,300 commercial

amount of liabilities was ?154,800,000, 
of which $69,000,000 -was In manufac- 
turing and $73,700,000 in trading, -with 
$12,100,000 in brokerage and other com- 
mercial lines. 


The average of liabilities per failure 


•was only ?11,,5S9, and in 1892 only $1A,- 
025 but only three years in the past 23 
were rivals—1S8S, with $11,595; 1836, 
with ?11,651, and 18S5, -with ?11,078.
